Farm Operators 
Must File for Fuel 
Tax Refunds Soon 


Farm operators haxe until Sep- 
tenibn 30 to claim a refund of 
the federal gasoline tax on gaso­ 
line used on th e farm, according 
to Tom E. P rater, extension farm 
m anagem ent specialist, in a release 
to The Herald 
The refund applies to the three 
cents-per-gall'in federal 
tax 
on 
gasoline which 
was 
purchased 
fir rn July I, 1938, through June 
30, 1959. 
Those xx fin filed a claim 
for refund in 1958 will receive 
Form 
2240 
through 
the 
mail. 
O thers xxho xx ish to m ake a claim 
should ask the Internal Revenue 
Service to send hem one or secure 
it from ihe county agent’s office. 
The claim should be sent 
to 
the Office of the District Director, 
Internal Revenue Service. Austin 
or 
Dallas. Texas, depending on 
w h ith er you iixe in the southern 
or northern part of Texas. Claims 
m ade a fte r Septem ber 30 xvii] not 
he paid and no more than one 
claim can he filed for the 12-month 
period, states the economi-t. 
F arm ers who file claims for re­ 
fund -ii- uh! keep sufficient records 
to certify Hie accuracy of the re­ 
fund claimed. 
The records should 
show 
the 
purchase 
dates, 
the 
gal lons bought and 
the gallons 
used on the farm during the 12- 
month peri- d. 
Also the gasoline 
used by custom operators doing 
custom xx oik for a fa n n er should 


' p re orded and can be included 
in the claim for refund, P ra te r 
notes. 
Excise taxes paid on diesel fuel 
or special motor fuels for farm 
purposes can also he recovered. 
The farm er Should n>k the dealer 
(» repay 
the taxes on the fuel 
bought. The dealer should bo fur­ 
nished a signed statem ent, 'b o w ­ 
ing the nam e and address of the 
purchaser, the date of purchase 
m d gallons purchased, adds P ra ­ 
ter.
